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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 18 December 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner must disagree. The examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, contrary to 
applicant's argument, the motivation to modify the prior art method comprising forming inner sealants 3 and outer sealant 4 to additionally 
completely cover each lateral side of the combined upper and lower substrates with an unetchable protection film, as taught by the 
disclosed method of Matsushima (Column 8, Lines 45-50), would have been to gain the additive benefit of preventing the etchant from 
entering the gap between the upper and lower substrates during etching, as taught by Matsushima (Column 8, Lines 38-42). While the 
outer sealant 4 also serves to prevent etchant from entering the gap, one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated, with a reasonable 
expectation of success, to add the additional lateral unetchable protection film, to further ensure that no etchant would encroach upon the 
gap. One of ordinary skill in the art would expect the benefit gained from the additional sealing of the substrates to be additive, further 
ensuring the protection of the image display devices. Additionally, Matsushima teaches that the outer sealant 4 provides protection 
against the etchant "as long as the periphery sealing material 4 is printed slightly inside the edge of the periphery of the substrate and the 
periphery sealing material 4 is made to have a sufficient width." (Column 2, Lines 58-63) Providing the lateral unetchable protection film 
would ensure that sealing is attained even when outer sealant 4 is printed with misalignment or insufficient width. Finally, applicant has 
not shown any unexpected results tending to show non-obviousness associated with providing an inner sealant, an outer sealant, and a 
lateral unetchable protection film. 
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
